To Prof. Canby. n member of Pum- 


pcllv's Northern Transcontinental Sur- 
vey "party, we are indebted for the fol- 
lowing; account of the discovery of n 
glacier by the party, and a description 
of the country arouadthe Upper Marias 
Pass, between the headwaters of the 
Flathead River, west of the Rocky 
Mountain range, and Cut Bank Creek, 
east of the same. The locality is about 
one hundred and fifty miles north oi 
Missoula 


Prof. Canby says that on the 1st ol 


August the party! after having left the 
Upper Flathead River (about eighty 
miles above the lake), entered the 
f 


orge that leads up the mountain to the 
ass. This is walled in by steep mount- 


ains, which are crowned by rugged 
precipices thousands of feet in height, 
sometimes terminating in. 
knife-like 


edges,' and sometimes running up in- 
to sharp, rugged cones, which make 


. the sky lines of .the mountains most va- 
ried and picturesque. 


At the summit of the. Pass three main 


amphitheaters come together. They are 
nearly horse-shoe in shape. From the 
Pass there are in full view ten or twelve 
high peaks, often running up into regu- 
lar, sharp rocky cones. 


Sorno ten or "fifteen miles away, look- 


in^ to the westward, a great mass of 
snow-covered mountains were in view, 
and below these summits was seen a 
true glacier, having a frontage of at 
least a mile, and in some places a ^fnce 
estimated at 500 feet in height. 
From 


•underneath this glacier flows u, stream 
of milky-colored glacier water. 


Prof. Pumpclly, with the Indian 


guide, penetrated the amphitheater in 
which this glacier lies, and counted 
twenty-two cascades over fivo hundred 
'cut iu height, besides seeing many 
smaller ones. Tins sides of the niount- 
uns which surround this amphitheater 
are covered with deep bodies of snow, 


hich arc the sources of the many 


streams flowing into the valleys below. 


There was but little snow on the Pass, 


and with care it was not difficult to 
:ross. In descending the eastern side 
of the mountains the gorge presents 
some remarkably lolty ami stupomlous 
irecipices. Those gentlemen of the 
Tarty who had visited the Yosemite Val- 
!ev "considered the scenery of Marias 
I'ass to be of a more varied character 
and grander in every respect. 


The summit of the Pass was found to 


bo seven thousand eight hundred feet 
above tlic sea level. We shall wait with 


ucli interest for a more thorough and 


complete survey of this new ana won- 
.1 erf ul mountain district of Montana.—

These ingen- 
ious advertising mediums have . now 
disappeared pursuant to a decree of 
the Prefect of Police, to whom com- 
plaints had been made that they im- 
peded the traffic in the streets, besides 
frightening the horses of other vehicles.

Converse will obtain this privilege by vir 
tue of the fact that his uame stand J at 
the head of the Speaker's list of members 
who are, to be recognized In their order to 
make motions to suspend 
the rules, 


which motions coming from individual 
members nre iu order under the rules the 
first Monday in each mouth. The reve- 
nue reformers are not at all displeased to 
have this wool bill brought up Monday. 
Its chief Democratic support will come 
from members who, like Kuadall, Con- 
verse and others, opposed to the policy 
of interfering with the tariff question ut 
this session, will make themsches re- 
sponsible for a most remarkable attempt 
to secure turifi chunses. Convei.se and 
his raw-wool colleagues have put them- 
selves in the attitude of urging and favor- 
ma legislation increasing duties and of 
opposing legislation reducing 
duties; 


hence the revenue reformers very natur- 
ally welcome the contest on the raw- 
wool bill. They Ues.ro to have the Dem- 
ocrats and the Republicans on recoid in 
this matter.

The Blair Educational Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—Some 


progress was made by the Senate Satur- 
day with the educational bill. Several 
amendments were disposed of aad a 
unanimous agreement was entered into 
to the effect that general debate should end 
to-da) at three o'clock, and that amend- 
ments should than be considered under 
tho five minute rule, and a dual vote be 


. taken before adjournment Logan fared 


I badly with his amendments. Blair's bill 


makes an aggregate appropriation of 
8105,000,000. Logan sought to increase 
tills amount to §130,000,000, but his 
amendment was defeated by an over- 
whelming vote, only Logan and Brown 
voting in the ndirmative. A motiou to 
recommit the bill was defeated by a vote 
of ten to thirty-five. 
This is icgarded 


as a pretty certain indication that the 
measure will be passed. The aggregate 
amount ol the appropriation will proba- 
bly be reduced to 875,000,000. 


Republican Senators have, by their ac- 


tion, made the bill a caucus measure. 
Tnlf) fact has quieted certain Senators 
who, at the beginning of the debate, 
were outspoken in opposition 
Repub- 


lican party discipline has 
been made 


effective. ' Some of the Southern Sena- 
tors who have indorsed the extreme doc- 
trines embodied in this bill are very un- 
easy as to the i ffect of their action upon 
ot.ier important legislation relating to 
the constitutional powers of Congress.

Tho Supreme Court of Illinois re- 


cently rendered a decision of inter 
eat and importance to business men, 
construing the law as to when judg 
ments may be confessed before the 
clerk of a circuit >,ourt. 
The opin- 


ion was fi'ed in a case affectipg the 
suspended dry goods house of Kim- 


ber, 
Kagsdule & Co., of Springfield. 


Prior to making their assignment, 
the firm confessed judgment before 
tho 
circuit 
clerk of 
Sangamon 


county, in favor of the Ridgely Na- 
tional Bank, for $30,000. The State 
Register, after reciting this fact, says 
that Mr. Conkling, the assignee of 
the firm, commenced proceedings to 
have this judgment set aside, on the 
ground that there was no vacation in 
the court, such as is contemplated 
by law. Both the circuit and appel- 
late courts decided against him, but 
the supreme court has decided in his 
favor. The circuit court adjourned 
from the 27th of December until the 
29th of January, and the judgment 
was confessed on the 12th of Janu- 
ary. The supramo court holds that 
the vacation, when judgment can be 
confessed before the circuit clerk, is 
the period between the adjournment 
of one term and the commencement 
of another—or that when a court 
convenes on a day appointed by law 
it is, in effect, in continuous session 
until it adjourns to court in course. 
Attorneys who ha\e the litigation of 
suspended firms and assignees in 
charge will regard this decision as 
of especial importance to clients in 
many causes. 
It involves very con- 


siderable interests now pending in 
the courts of the state, and because 
of its effect a rehearing of the case in 
which it was rendered hag already 
been applied for, in order that a full 
and special declaration of the court 
may be secured directly upon the 
point raised as to time.
